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Grisham  slams  Baptists  at  Atlanta  meeting 


ATLANTA  (BP  and  load  rei>orts)  —  To 
restore  their  prophetic  voice  in  the  cul¬ 
ture,  Baptists  must  reject  "nanow"  inter¬ 
pretations  of  Scripture  and  speak  up  on 
Mhalf  of  the  poor,  plenary  session 
speakers  said  Jan.  31  at  the  Celebration 
of  a  New  Baptist  Covenant  in  Atlanta. 

John  Grisnam,  one  of  die  most  suc¬ 
cessful  pop  novelists 'of  all  time  and  a 
former  tiiu  lawyer  from  Oxford,  told  the 
crowd  it  is  time  for  Baptists  to  stop  read¬ 
ing  the  Bible  with  so-called  narrow  liter¬ 
alness  and  celebrate  diversity. 

He  criticized  die  Baptist  diurch  he 
attended  during  his  youth  for  taking  udiat 
he  said  was  an  inconsistent  and  intolerant 
approach  to  Scripture.  "In  die  Baptist 
murdi  of  my  youm  we  were  tau^t  diat 
the  Bible  is  the  infallible,  inerrant  Word  of 
God  —  every  word  is  divinely  inspired  and 
it  is  to  be  read  literally,"  Grisham  said. 

"It  just  dropped  out  of  heaven.  Five 
thousand  years  ago  God  made  the  earth 
in  six  days.  144  hours.  Then  He  rested  on 
the  Sabbath,  which  is  really  on  Saturday 
but  we're  not  going  to  start  diat  debate. 
Methuselah  lived  to  be  a  [thousand],  and 
when  Paul  wrote  that  women  should  be 
submissive,  that  was  the  literal  interpre¬ 
tation.  It  was  the  law. 

"However,  when  Paul  t(4d  Timothy  to 
have  a  little  wine,"  he  said  to  laughter 
"and  when  Jesus  stud  in  Marie  16  diat  His 
followers  would  be  known  for  speaking  in 
tongues,  taking  up  the  serpents  with  their 
hands  tuid  drinking  die  perison,  well  then 
some  diings  were  not  so  uteral." 

He  called  diurdies  heading  such  bdiefe 
intolerant  and  harmful  to  die  cause  of  Christ 

"The  church  was  proudly  intolerant  of 
other  people,  odier  denominations,  odier 
religkms,'^  he  said.  "Sadly,  in  many  ways 
and  in  many  places,  diat  (hurch  stiU  exi^ 
today.  Many  of  you  know  it  because  you're 
products  ot  diose  churches." 

Baptists  are  hated  by  some  people 
because  Baptists  "have  worked  so  hard  to 
exclude  so  many."  Grisham  said.  Qting 
Galatians  3:28,  he  said  Baptists  must 
restore  dieir  image  W  respecting  everyone.
